Mrs. Hastéabrich Says She 
Considers ‘Fitzgerald Posi- 
tively Ugly. 








LOST WAY IN FOG 





Was Asking Directions to 
Her Apartments When the 
Sergeant Appeared. 





Mrs. Nellie Allen Hessenbruch, well- 
known pianiste and teacher, who was 
the woman in white found with Patrol- 
man Robert Fitzgerald on his beat early 


Monday that she had explained matters 


} satisfactorily to the policeman’s wife. 


Fitzgerald and Patrolman James Ken- 
nedy are under suspension, Kennedy 
being charged with trying to aid Fitz- 
gerald in concealing Mrs. Hessenbruch’s 
identity. 

Calls Policeman Ugly. 

At her rooms in the Jerome Apart- 
ments, 5105 Delmar boulevard, Monday, 
Mrs. Hessenbruch said: 

“I have no interest in Fitzgerald. No 
one who knows me and understands my 
tastes, and who has seen Fitzgerald, 
could imagine that we could have any 
mutual interest. He is positively ugly in 
appearance. 

“I sent for Mrs. Fitzgerald yesterday, 
and she came here with her husband, I 
asked her why she had been suspicious 
of me, and she said her husband had 
told her I was a handsome woman, 

“I told her that I had never offered 
to give her daughter free music les- 
Sons, as she understood, but only to 
make a spectal rate for her in order to 
fill a class, I convinced her that her 
suspicions were groundless, and she 
kissed me as she left.”’ 

Mrs. Hessenbruch has been twice mar- 
ried. She is living apart from her hus- 
band, and says she is contemplating a 
divorce. 

In a written statement which she gave 
to the Post-Dispatch Monday, Mrs. Hes- 
senbruch said she met Fitzgerald ac- 
cidentally early Saturday after having 
lost her way in the fog. Her'‘statement 
follows: 

“Upon the advice of my attorney, 
George B. Webster, I desire to make 
a statement regarding the events of 
last Friday evening, which have brought 
my name so unpleasantly into the 
newspapers. 

“At first I denied all knowledge of 
the affair, heping to avoid publicity 
and the notoriety that naturally would 
attach itself to a professional woman 
in. public life. This statement is to cor- 
rect other statements so untrue and ex- 
aggerated as to be hardly worth no- 
ticing; but I feel it due to my reputa- 
tion as a woman and teacher to defeni 
myself froin such things as have been 
printed about me. 

“Last Friday evening I spent with 
friends who left the city on a late train. 
Being naturally a self-reliant woman 
and not afraid to be out alone at night, 
as my profession often keeps me out 
late, I did not hesitate to leave Union 
Station alone and board a Laclede car 
for home. 

“IT asked for a transfer on Union bou- 
levard, and was told that the twe lines 
did not intersect. Being unacquainted 
with the different crosstown lines, I ac- 
cepted the conductor's directions, which 
are not always correct, and found my- 
self at a point I did not recognize on ac- 
count of a dense fog which enveloped 
the city last Friday night. 

“I walked on, hoping to meet some- 
one whom I could ask, and finally saw 
the officer named Fitzgerald, whom I 
recognized as having been to see me 
about music lessons for his daughter, at 
which time I gave him one of my ad- 
vertising circulars and told him I would 
give his daughter lessons at reduced 
rates, because my class was just start- 
ing for the fall work and I wanted as 
many pupils as possible. 

“While “asking him ‘to. direct me or 


a sergeant came up whom I afterward 
found to be Sergt. Healy. 

“He asked me how long I had been 
out, and I said for some time, meaning 
that I had been away from home for 
some time.’ He, not knowing who I 
was or why I was out so late, gruffly 
demanded that I should go on home and 
commanded the officer to resume his 
walk on the beat. 

“I was so astonished and indignant at 
being addressed in such a manner by 
one from whom I had expected protec- 
tion that I walked blindly ahead in the 
dense fog, going in a direction I hoped 
might be correct. 

“After much walking’ imagine my as- 
tonishment st meeting these’ two of- 
ficers again. The Sergeant again spoke 
most harshly to me, and Officer Fitz- 
gerald resented it, saying he knew who 
I was and would escort me home. 

“Officer Fitzgerald's mistaken idea 
of chivalry in trying to assist me led 
t? most unpleasant consequences. 
Upon reaching the station I was 
treated most courteously by Lieut. 
Tierney and Sergt. Healey. They 
questioned me in regard to my ac- 
quaintance with Fitzgerald, trying as

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Experts Who Attended St. Louis Meet Disagree 

With Moissant on Peri!s of the Air 
—QOne Calls Him Foolish.

Aviators who attended the aero meet 
here disagree with John Moissant, who 
flew from obscurity into fame by tak- 
ing a passenger in a Paris-to-London 


aeroplane trip, and who says it is as 
easy to learn to drive an ‘aeroplané as 
to ride a bicycle. 

Moissant, on landing in New York to 
take part in the international meet 
there, said that he had made but two 
flights prior to his remarkable journey 
across the English Channel, and that 
other aviators told him he was insane 
to try the trip with so little experience, 
handicapped by a passenger. But he 
found flying so easy, he declared, that 
he experienced no fear. 

What the aviators who flew here think 
of this statement is told in the follow- 
ing interviews: 

J. Clifford Turpin: I raced in mo- 
torcycles and automobiles as a profes- 
sional before taking up aviation. When 
I saw the first flight of a Wright ma- 
chine, I thought, like Moissant, that it 
would be as easy as learning to ride 
a bicycle. But when I made the trial 
I found that driving an aeroplane was 
the hardest thing I ever attempted. It 
took me weeks to get the feel of the 
air and to feel at home off the ground. 
There are seven controls to manipulate 
and the least error in judgment might 
cost jhe operator’s life. One must learn 
something of an acrobat’s sense of bal- 
ance, besides being a good mechanic. 
A bicycle rider needs to know practical- 
ly -nothing of machinéry. But an 
aviator’s life often depends on his, skiil 
in controlling his engine. 

Albert Bond Lambert: I've ridden 
a bicycle and driven an automobile, and 
the aeroplane is harder to manage than 
either. I had made five aeroplane trips 
before taking the levers myself Thurs- 
day, and one of them was with Orville 
Wright, the greatest aviation teacher in 
the world. No mere mechanic can drive 
an aecroplane, as the feat requires the 
soundest judgment of speed and dis- 
tance. The difficulty is shown by the 
fact that the Wright flyers in St. Louis 
were selected from 250 applicants. The 
Wright machine is managed by three 
levers and four controls, each of-which 
has a most important function. There- 
fore, the feat of driving it is mental, 
rather than mechanical or physical. 

Arch Hoxsey: I disagree with 
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7.—A monument’ 
dedicated to the memory of Miss Anna, 
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Moissant. If he flew from Paris to 
London the third time he was in an 
aeroplane he must have had miraculous 
luck and the most favorable weather 
conditions. He couldn’t have flown in 
a 35-mile-an-hour wind. I believe, how- 
ever, that any man with a mechanical 
turn of mind and good judgment can 
learn to operate an aeroplane. -But he 
will find it much harder than learning 
to ride a bicycle. It will take him 
weeks to learn to judge air currents 
alone, besides the handling of his seven 
controls. If a man on a bicycle makes 
a mistake in judgment and falls, he es- 
capes with bruises.- But an error of an 
aviator-—a pull on the wrong lever, the 
warping of the wrong wings—may cost 
his life. 

A. L, Welsh: Believe me, driving 
an aeroplane is one of the hardest 
things in the world. I am a good me- 
chanic and had the skill of balance 
which riding a bicycle gives. before I 
tried to fly. But I was in the air nine 
hours with Orville Wright before I ven- 
tured to make a straightaway flight, 
the timé of instruction extending over 
Several weeks. The mechanics of an 
aeroplane are more intricate; instead of 
just pedaling with your feet and hold- 
ing the handle-bars, you have the vari- 
ous controls to manage, and instead of 
being supported on the earth, you trust 
yourself to the unstable atmosphere. 

Ralph Johmstone: To learn to 
drive an aeroplane -on plain flights, 
without frills, is as easy as learning to 
ride a bicycle. So far as fancy flying 
is concerned, it is easier to learn to 
make the spiral descent in an aeroplane 
than to learn.to loop the loop on a-di- 
cycle. 

Walter Brookins: Moissant was 
foolish to attempt his lLondon-Paris 
flight without more experience and he’s 
lucky he didn’t break his neck. 1 
learned ‘to fly in two months, but I was 
in the air every day during every. mo- 
ment of daylight. And I was learning 
something every moment. An aviator 
must acquire a fine judgment of direc- 
tion, of speed and of distance. Besides, 
he must-be a mechanic, which is not 
necessary in a cyclist.

Canal bonds. 

Harriman’s claims on this one deal 
had been admitted for  105,595,065.07 
francs. The $40,000,000 purchase price of 
the canal had been paid by the United 
States to the “French owners” in May 
and June, 1904, and Harriman was able 
to calculate to a nicety just what his 
profits would be. . 

The books of the banking firm of Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. reveal the fact that Harri- 
man—tipped off by someone who knew 
--hac bought the bonds for $166,613.09 and 
stood to receive more than $250,000 in 
the final distribution. As a matter of 
fact Harriman received $253,060.47, which 
left;him a profit of $86,447.38. 

His first investments were made when 
these securities were at their lowest 
ebb, January, 1902, after the House of 
tepresentatives had passed the Hepburn 
bill for the eonstruction of the Nic- 


aragua Canal with only two dissenting 


votes, refusing to consider the Panama 
Canal Co.’s offer to sell for $40,000,000. 
Insists on Report for Panama. 

But President Roosevelt, whose re- 
lations with Harriman were then the 
most cordial, already had determined on 
the Panama route. He summoned the 
majority of the members of the Isthmian 
Canal Commission individually to the 
White House and insisted that they re- 
verse their previous findings and make 
a supplementary report in favor of 
Panama. 

The commission reassembled on Jan. 
16, 1902, and its final report recommend- 
ing the Panama route. at ithe $40,000,000 
price offered by the Panama Canal Co. 
‘was adopted. The motion to adopt this 
report was madewpy George S. Morrison, 
“who was on intimate terms with William 
Nelson Cromwell, Harriman’s legal ad- 
viser, the Cromwell who in speaking 


/of Harriman had told the Wells-Fargo 


shareholders, “He cannot be replaced, 
for he moves in a higher world which 
we cannot hope to enter.’ 

On Jan. 27, 1992, Cromwell, whose serv- 
ices as general counsel had been dis- 


| pensed with by the new Panama Canal 


-Co., was reinstated as American attor- 
ney, through the intervention of Sen- 
ator Mark Hanna and others, and the 
next day Senator Spooner introduced the 
bill which Cromwell claims to have 
inspired, authorizing the President te 
buy out the Panama Canal Co. 

Between the adoption of the Nicara- 
gua route by the House on Jan. 9 agi 
the introduction of the Spooner bill in 
the Senate on Jan, 29, Panama sixes 
~bonds of the old Panama Canal Co. 
of a face value of 500 francs, bearing 
6 per cent interest—sold on the Paris 
Bourse as low as 42 francs. Harriman 
had bought at the right time. Again 
Harriman bought Panama bonds ti 
January, 1903.

As far as the company was cov- 
cerned the deal had been then coni- 
pleted by the hard and fast promise to

In April, 1903, Panama 6s, which had 
been firm at 87, fell to 81. President 
Roosevelt had United States Army offi- 
cers on the isthmus seeing that’ the 
work on the canal was done in accord- 
ance with the plans and purposes of his 
policy. The culmination of the deal ap- 
peared assured. Apparently Harriman 
had again bought at the right time. 

But Colombia, willing to waive pe- 
cunlary advantages, willing even to 
forego the indemnity which in all jus- 
tice and equity she had a right to exact 
from the French company, wanted to 
ai..end the treaty so as to prevent di- 
rect violation of the Colombia Consti- 
tution. ’ 

President Roosevelt, Who was never a 
respecter of constitutions, would have 
no amendment. He had an interview 
yith Cromwell and as a result Secre- 
tary *Hay sent an ultimatum on June 
9, 1903, to the Colombian Government. 
threatening reprisals if the treaty were 
rejected or its ratification unduly de- 
layed. 

Cromwell, who proposed this step, 
knew that it could;have but one result, 
the rejection of the treaty. But he was 
prepared for this emergency. Prepara- 
tions had already been made for the 
Panama revolution, both in Washington 
and New York. 

When the treaty was rejected by an 
unanimous vote of the Colombian Sen- 
ate on.Aug. 12, 1908, Panama sixes fell 
to 62.50 and then dropped as low as 54.

HE BLAMES MISSOURI 





Says Principal Trouble in En- 
forcing State Law Is in 
Border Counties. 


That liquor is sol¢- in Kansas, despite 
the most earnest atternpt to enforce the 
prohibitory law, was admitted by Goy, 
W. R. Stubbs of that State in his ad- 
dress at Fountain Park -Congregational 
Church Sunday. 

“It is true that some liquor is sold in 
spite @f the prohibitory law,’ he said, 
“end it is also true that some horses 
are stolen and some houses entered by 
burglars in spite of the laws against 
theft. But I am here to tell you that 
the law against liquor selling is as well 
enforced in our State as any other 
law. 

Trouble With Bootleggers. 

“The principal trouble is in a few 
border counties, particularly those ad- 
joining Missouri. We have closed up 
the blind pigs, but bootleggers drive over 
the State line in wagons peddling booze, 
and the Federal courts protect their 
business as interstate commerce. 

‘That is why we Kansas people are 
interested in having’ Missouri go dry. It 
is a big expense to our State to look 
after the disorder in those border coun- 
ties. Fifty-three per cerit of the convicts 
in our penitentiary come from 11 border 
counties. The families of many of the 
convicts and: of drunkards, have to be 
cared for.” 

At both hig addresses, the second be- 
ing delivered in-the afternoon at the 
Odeon, Gov. Stubbs denied statements 
made about Kansas conditions in litera- 
ture issued by the Citizens’. Defense 
Committee. He challenged members of 
the committee to visit Kansas cities un- 
der his escort and see conditions for 
themselves. 

“If any person will show me a sa- 
loon or a blind pig anywhere in Kansas, 
I will close it,”’ he declared. “If I can’t 
close it, I will resign, for that would 
mean that the saloon keeper was a big- 
ber man than the Governor, and bigger 
than the State.’ ‘ 


Uses Short, Ugly Word. 
He read figures to show that busi- 


ness had increased in Wichita and oth- 
er cities and towns. Since be inaugura- 
ted the strict enforcement of the law. 
He treated fhe question wholly as one 
of closing saloons, and did not discuss 
the industrial phase, presented to St. 
Louis by the magnitude ~f the brewing 
business here. He attdtked the brewers 
in general, calling them liars and say- 
ing that business men should not ac- 
cept the brewers’ statements about pro- 
hibition, but should learn the facts for 
themselves. 

The Kansas Governor is a deliberate 
speaker, but has an odd way of untying 
his necktie and loosening his collar as 
he gets into his subject. He is a can- 
didate for the United States Senate, and 
Pastor J. B. Toomay of Fountain Park 
caused an outburst of hand- 
clapping unusual in a Sunday service 
when he predicted Stubbs’ election to 
the Senate.

TO DENY CHARGES | 
BEFORE HADLEY | 


Immigration Officer 
Johnson’s Grievance Against 
Him Is Personal One. 


John H. Curran, State Immigration 
Commissioner, left at noon Monday for 
Jefferson City to reply to charges made 
against his administration of the board’s 
affairs by William -H. Johnson of 
Springfield. 

Johnson, who was auditor of the board 
and was in charge of its branch office 
at Springfield, resigned as auditor and 
as @ member of the board Saturday. He 
accompanied his resignation with a 
number of complaints. 

Johnson. declares that Curran has 
assumed full control of the board's af- 
fairs, without consulting its other mem- 
bers; that headquarters have not been 
established at Springfield, as was ex- 
pected there; that a number of the in- 


were not as new as the date of the bul- 
letin would indicate; that one real es- 
tate firm had an*advantage over others 
in seeing the new inquiries first; and 
that Curran went outside his proper 
functions in giving time and expenditure 
to land shows and the projected cross- 
state aeraplane flight.

Nowhere in the world is there a man 
@s good and true and great as the 
American man. And not to the furthest 
corner of this sphere is there to be 
found a woman so conceited, so friv- 
olous and superficial as the American 
woman, 

Such are the impressions gathered by 
the Baroness Hermione von Preuschen 
Telmann, considered by many critics 
the greatest woman painter in the world. 
She is the guest of Her cousin, Henry 
Reichard, an artist of Kenwood Springs. 
The Baroness is one of the most fa- 
mous German artists of today. Her 
studio in Berlin, Tempio Hermione, is 
a Mecca for artists from every land. 
The Baroness Hermione is also an 
author. She is now writing a criticism 
of her own works. 

Doesn’t Think Much of Men. 

As to the male species of the human 
race as a whole, the Baroness Hermoine 
_ does not think much of it. She makes 
thigplain in her painting of ‘“Circe.’’ 
“Circe” is a fair mafden at whose feet 
are wallowing a thousand ‘swine. The 
swine are symbolical of the aspirations 
of man where woman is concerned. But 
the men of Circe are not Americans, the 
Baroness says. 

“The best thing about the American 
. man,” Baroness Hermoine told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, “is his honesty. He 
may be pitiless sometimes in a deal but 
he is fair and candid. He is not per- 


haps as sharp and cunning as the Eu- | 


ropean and will not stoop to mean, low 
advantages, but he will beat the Eu- 
ropean every time when the game is on 
a big scale. 

“No other place can you find a hus- 
band like the American husband. He is 
the one man in all the world that is 
faithful to his wife and his home. His 
one glaring fault, in the eyes of all 
Europeans, is that he has not learned to 
live. He is too intensely commercial. 
He has no-time for socia] intercourse 
and the study of the arts. In this way 
alone he falls below the European. 

“But not so your women. They are 
‘on an equal plane, intellectually, with 
European women. They are ambitious 
and bright. When I consider them I 
sometimes feel glad that your men are 
not as well educated as they might be. 
For while the best thing I have seen 
in America is the faithfulness. and hon- 
esty of the men, the very worst thing: 
I have met is the conceit and undeF- 
handedness of the women. They are su- 
percilious and superficial. 

‘These attributes of the American 
‘women are, I think, the product of edu- 
cation. They are indirectly the result 
of a broad-mindedness that springs 
from culture. The American man wants 
business, but the American woman 
wants life. She is always out for a 
frolic and a good time and she thinks 
anything she does is all right if only 
she is not found out. 

“One day an American woman on 
whom I was calling was smoking cig- 
arettes with me. I smoked in peace. 
But every time the bell rang that wom- 
‘an had a fit. Her first act would be 
to hide the cigarette. It got on my 
nerves and I said: 

* "You are smoking,’ I said, ‘why are 

afraid someone will see you?’ 

“‘Oh, that’s all right for you to say,’ 
she replied, ‘you are European. But it 
wouldn’t do for it to be found out that 
I smoke.’ 

American Girle’ Conceit. 

“The American woman is mostly on 
the surface. She looks 10 times at a 
‘person's Gress to once at the person. 
And her conceit is colossal. I was pres- 
ent when one of your young women, & 
pretty little creature, was presented to 
a noted sculptor. The presentation was 
‘something like this: 

“This is one of our most beautiful 
young society women.’ 

“Your little American accepted the 
compliment as absolutely true.

And to prove to me that she was one 
of the most beautiful buds in Ameri- 
can society, she mentioned the fact that 
sho wore 6% gloves.

HIS is the story of a siren who 

at the age of 60 exercised such 

_. ‘wondrous fascinations that people 

- believed her a witch. She was 

Diane de Poitiers, uncrowned Queen of 

france and wrongful ruler of a nation’s 
destinies. 

Diane was born in 1499. At 13 she was 
married to a man much older than her- 
self and for whom she seems to have 
had little enough love. Her father be- 
came involved in a political tangle and 
was condemned to death. Diane rushed 
to the French King, Francis I, and on 
her knees begged him to spare her 
father’s ‘ife. Francis had ever an eye 
for beautiful women. Diane’s attrac- 
tions completely won his fickle fancy. 
He granted her prayer, and henceforth 
she was all-powerful at court. 

Her husband died in 1531, and Diane 
put on black (which was most becoming 
to her), vowing she would wear mourn- 
ing all her life. But she soon decided 
that there was more to live for than she 
had thought... Later she won the heart 
of the Dauphin (Crown Prince) of 
France, a youth 2 years younger than 
herself.
